Mr. Bronfman indicated no prior military service.

Since March, 1984, Mr. Bronfman continues to be 
employed with Joseph E Seagram and Sons, Incorporated, New York, 
New York, as Chairman. 

During Mr Bronfman's personnel interview conducted on 
February 22, 1999, he advised he travels abroad frequently and 
comes in contact with world leaders in his capacity as Chairman 
of his business, as President of the World Jewish Congress, and

Interviews 


Fourteen persons, consisting of current colleagues, 
present neighbors, references, professional associates, and 
social acquaintances, were interviewed. They provided favorable 
comments concerning Mr Bronfman's character, associates, 
reputation, and loyalty. 

All persons interviewed during the course of this 
background investigation stated they are unaware of any illegal 
drug use or alcohol or prescription drug abuse by Mr Bronfman, 
nor have they ever known him to exhibit any type of bias or 
prejudice against any class of citizen or any type of religious, 
racial or ethnic group. They also commented that they believe 
Mr. Bronfman lives within his financial means. None of the 
individuals contacted was aware of any information concerning Mr. 
Bronfman that could be used to compromise or coerce him All 
persons interviewed recommended him for a position of trust and 
responsibility

During Mr Bronfman's personal interview on February 
22, 1999, he advised that he experimented with marijuana on 
approximately six occasions in the 1960's. He could not recall 
the circumstances surrounding his use, but stated he has not 
used, sold, purchased or distributed any other illegal substance 
Mr Bronfman did not indicate this on his SF-86

Searches of the various indices of the FBI, including 
but not limited to the central index maintained at FBI 
Headquarters, the index of the Criminal Justice Information 
Services Division (Mr Bronfman by fingerprints and other known 
identifying data, Mr Bronfman's close relatives by name and 
other known identifying data only), the indices of appropriate 
field offices and other appropriate computer data bases, did not 
identify any documents that contain pertinent information 
identifiable with Mr Bronfman or his close relatives, except the 
following:
